In reference to Claim(s) 1 and 6, oo shows ( figure 2 ) a female housing 1 10 with a 
female contact 4, a male housing 120 having a distal end ( near the lead line of numeral 14 ( 
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figure 2 ) ) and a male contact 14, a shroud 20. Also note that male structure 1 1 ( figure 6 ) 
goes into the mating groove on female housing 1 10 ( figure 1 and figure 4 ). 

In reference to Claim(s) 2, oo shows the shroud 20 ( figure 2 ) fiinctions as claimed.
